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'Armageddon' scenario would close leisure centre 


OSWESTRY’S leisure centre could 
close if the “Armageddon” scenario of 
Shropshire Council cuts become real¬ 
ity, authority bosses have admitted. 

The multi-million pound centre 
was opened just five years ago and 
has become a success story with 
tens of thousands of people using its 
swimming pool, sports hall and gym 
every year. 


But the leader of the unitary au¬ 
thority Councillor Malcolm Pate has 
warned that Shropshire’s £1.8 mil¬ 
lion leisure centres and swimming 
pools budget could be cut to zero in 
2017/18. 

The deputy leader of Shropshire 
Council Steve Charmley, who rep¬ 
resents Whittington near Oswestry, 
said this week he would do everything 


possible to prevent the closure of 
the £10 million centre. Councillor 
Charmley said: “We can not sit back 
and let this happen. 

“The reality of the budget is pretty 
stark but councillors are already 
starting to look at alternatives to this 
Armageddon scenario. 

“Closing leisure centres would 
have huge knock-on effects. 


“The leisure centre is supported by 
other bodies such as Sport England.” 

The new leisure centre was opened 
in 2011 by the Duke of Gloucester 
and in its first month saw usage in¬ 
crease by 17 per cent on the old cen¬ 
tre. 

It was funded in part by money 
from the old Oswestry Borough 
Council, its legacy to the area before 


it was dissolved to make way for the 
unitary authority. 

Councillor Charmley gave a talk 
to Oswestry Town Council on Mon¬ 
day when he set out his vision for 
the local commissioning of services - 
bringing together organisations and 
the two tiers of local government to 
provide services for the area.

CHERYL INQUEST 
TO BE 'FEARLESS'

A CORONER has vowed a new 
inquest on teenage Army re¬ 
cruit Cheryl James will be “full, 
frank and fearless”. 

The promise was made by coroner 
Brian Barker QC at the start of a sec¬ 
ond inquest into the teenager’s death 
-21 years after the 18-year-old died 
from a single gunshot wound at Deep- 
cut Barracks in Surrey 

The start of the new inquest this week is a 
landmark for Cheryl’s parents Des and Doreen 
James from Llanymynech near Oswestry who 
have been campaigning for two decades for a 
further investigation into what happened to 
their daughter. 

Their daughter was one of 
four recruits to die at the bar¬ 
racks over a seven-year period. 

Mr Barker told Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court in Surrey on Mon¬ 
day that evidence Cheryl may 
have been sexually abused at the 
time of her death fell within the 
scope of the inquest. 

He added it was not within 
the inquest’s scope to consider 
“a wider culture of sexual abuse at Deepcut 
Barracks, including the sexually inappropriate 
treatment of female recruits within the chain of 
command”. 

MrBarker told the inquest: “This is not a pub¬ 
lic inquiry into the culture at Deepcut in mid- 
1990s. This inquest should be a full, frank and 
fearless investigation into Cheryl’s death, but it 
does not mean the scope is unlimited.” 

Mr Barker said his ruling would remain under 
review “as the evidence develops” during the 
seven-week inquest. Cheryl was undergoing in¬ 
itial training when she was found dead with a 
bullet wound in November 1995. 

Privates Sean Benton, James Collinson and 
Geoff Gray also died from gunshot wounds at 
Deepcut Barracks between 1995 and 2002. 

High Court judges ordered a fresh inquest 
into Cheryl’s death in 2014 after they quashed 
an open verdict recorded in December 1995. 

Cheryl’s father Des was due to give evidence 
to the inquest today (Thursday).

Teen is charged 
with conspiracy 
to commit murder 

A TEENAGER has appeared in court af¬ 
ter being charged with conspiracy to com¬ 
mit murder. 

Telmo Bernardo, from Wrexham, was 
charged on Friday last week and appeared 
at Telford Magistrates Court on Saturday 
morning to be remanded in custody ahead 
of a date at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

The 18-year-old is charged in connec¬ 
tion with an incident in Castlefields, 
Oswestry on January 23 where a man 
sustained serious stab wounds. 

Another man, 22-year-old Luke Cross, 
of Mount View in Sutton Coldfield, has 
previously appeared in court in connec¬ 
tion with the stabbing. 

He has been charged with one count of 
conspiracy to commit murder, one count 
of threats to kill and one count of threat¬ 
ening to cause criminal damage. 

He was due to appear at Stafford Crown 
Court today (Thursday). 

A 51-year-old man from Welshpool and 
a 19-year-old from Wrexham arrested in 
connection with the case have been re¬ 
leased on police bail while inquiries con¬ 
tinue.

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Family relieved by coroner's 
ruling on daughter's death

THE family of young Army re¬ 
cruit Cheryl James, who was 
found dead at her barracks in 
1995, have spoken of their relief 
after a coroner ruled an inquest 
would examine whether she had 
been sexually abused before her 
death. 

A long-awaited fresh inquest be¬ 
gan on Monday into the death of the 
18-year-old who was found with a fatal 
bullet wound in November 1995. 

Cheryl, whose parents Des and Doreen 
James live at Llanymynech near Oswestry, 
was one of four recruits to die at Deepcut 
over a seven-year period amid allegations 
of bullying and abuse. 

Coroner Brian Barker QC told Woking 
Coroner’s Court in Surrey on Monday that 
evidence Cheryl may have been sexually 
abused at the time of her death fell within 
the scope of the inquest. 

But it was not within the inquest’s remit 
to consider “a wider culture of sexual abuse 
at Deepcut Barracks, including the sexually 
inappropriate treatment of female recruits 
within the chain of command”, the coroner 
said. 

After the hearing, Emma Norton, a law¬ 
yer with human rights organisation Lib¬ 
erty which is representing Cheryl’s parents 
said: “The family are very relieved that any 
allegations of sexual abuse involving Cheryl 
are going to be properly investigated. 

“They are also very reassured by the cor¬ 
oner’s statement that he’s going to keep an 
open mind on how those matters progress.” 

The coroner adjourned the inquest until 
today (Thursday) to allow new forensic and 
scientific evidence to be reviewed by all in¬ 
terested parties, including Cheryl’s family, 
Surrey Police and the Ministry of Defence. 

Cheryl’s father Des is expected to give 
evidence to the inquest today. 

In total, more than 100 witnesses are 
expected to give evidence during the new 
inquest. 

The inquest will consider whether a third 
party was involved in her death and what 
happened on the evening before she died. 

The inquest will also address whether 
there were “shortcomings” with barracks 
policies on sexual behaviour, supervision of 
young females, drugs, alcohol and accom¬ 
modation.

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School shuts 
fields because 
of dog fouling 

A SCHOOL is closing its public play¬ 
ing fields because of dog owners fail¬ 
ing to pick up their pet’s mess. 

Bosses at Oswestry School have 
confirmed they will close Maes-y-Llan 
playing fields amid concerns for pupil 
safety due to dog walkers not picking 
up after their pooches. 

Headteacher Julian Noad said the 
decision was a “shame” but that pupil 
and staff safety is priority. 

He said: “Sadly it’s time for a 
clampdown on public use. 

“This has been going on for quite 
some time now and it just can’t carry 
on. It is a danger to children’s health 
but not only our children, we have 
children visiting from other schools 
playing matches here. 

“It’s a shame because it is the mi¬ 
nority, we do have so many consid¬ 
erate and sensible people that walk 
their dogs here but we have to put 
pupil and staff safety first.” 

Mr Noad said to add to the frustra¬ 
tion, staff members were regularly 
having to remove plastic bags by hand 
containing dog mess which are left on 
the fields or in the hedgerows, which 
also increase the risk of infection. 

Public use of the fields will change 
with effect from April 5. Although the 
fields will be closed, the public will 
still be able to use the existing foot¬ 
path between the gate from Penylan 
Lane and another to Trefonen Road 
opposite Broomhall Lane. 

Residents hit 
by phone issue 

ALMOST 100 people in Oswestry are 
without telephone landlines after a 
major fault in an underground cable. 

The problems could be being caused 
by the wet weather according to Open- 
reach, which maintains and installs 
the local telephone network. 

Among those who have been with¬ 
out their landlines for the past two 
weeks is an 82-year old woman whose 
phone is her link to family and friends. 

The woman’s daughter Tessa Her- 
rell, who lives in Surrey, said she had 
been unable to telephone her mother 
for a fortnight and has had to rely on 
relatives living close by to check on 
her. 

A spokesman for Openreach said 
the problems affecting 90 customers 
were caused by a fault on a section of 
underground cable. He said repairs 
had been “time-consuming” and apol¬ 
ogised to those affected. 


Expert to help hospital 
reduce waiting times

AN improvement regulator will 
be appointed to work at Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital to help 
significantly reduce waiting 
times for routine operations. 

Government watchdog Monitor 
said that a timetable has not yet been 
drawn up for when and how the out¬ 
side regulator will oversee an action 
plan for the hospital. 

But it said that talks were already taking 
place with bosses at the hospital. 

Monitor wants to see waiting times cut 
and improvements made in the accuracy of 
the trust’s reported data on waiting times. 

The independent regulator will also help 
the trust develop and implement an “effec¬ 
tive and robust recovery plan” to prevent 
similar problems from happening again. 

The hospital’s acting chief executive 
John Grinnell said the hospital board saw 
the move as an opportunity to address 
“once and for all” problems with waiting 
times and apologised to patients. 

Monitor launched its investigation into 
the trust running the hospital last sum¬ 
mer amid concerns too many patients were 
waiting longer than the 18-week national 
target for treatment. 

Frances Shattock, regional director at 
Monitor, said: “We are taking action at 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust because 
patients are waiting too long for treatment 
and because the trust needs to improve how 
it is run. The trust is working to make the 
right improvements, but we have stepped 
in to oversee quick and effective change.” 

Monitor says it will continue to scrutinise 
the trust’s performance and may take fur¬ 
ther regulatory action if necessary. 

Mr Grinnell said: “We have worked very 
closely with Monitor and other external 
partners throughout this process to get to 
the bottom of these issues and begin the 
task of establishing a sustainable recovery 
plan. 

“We have been affected by problems re¬ 
lated to our delivery of access targets for a 
number of years now, and we see this as 
an opportunity to sort the issue once and 
for all. 

“We have already strengthened our lead¬ 
ership with the appointment of two new 
executive directors, as well as a new chief 
executive - Mark Brandreth - who will join 
us in April.” 


A SUCCESSFUL football club is 
scouting for the new talent of the 
future - among the very tiniest of 
their fans.

LEISURE centres and museums are likely to close under propos¬ 
als agreed by Shropshire Council unless new management can be 
found. 

Cost-cutting plans include “some draconian and unthinkable things”, warned 
council leader Malcolm Pate. They include the current £1.8 million leisure cen¬ 
tres and swimming pools budget being cut to zero in 2017/18. 

Under the plans the museum and tourism budget will also be cut to zero, from £800,000. 
The council’s financial strategy for the comin^hr^e j^ears was agreed by its cabinet at

Residents 
tell of their 
big priorities 

PROTECTING vulnerable children is 
the most important council-run service 
to shield from spending cuts, a Shrop¬ 
shire-wide survey has found. 

Residents also want to protect education 
and services to help older people and vul¬ 
nerable adults. The next most important 
services were environment, transport, em¬ 
ployment, leisure, housing and health. 

Nearly half of the 2,200 peopVorvegwho 
responded to the Shropshire Council-run 
Big Conversation survey said they were in 
favour of raising council tax to protect key 
services. Some 34 per cent were against 
the idea and 15 per cent were unsure. The 
least important three out of 12 options 
were running the council itself, safety reg¬ 
ulation and protection for businesses, con¬ 
sumers and communities, and registration 
of births, deaths and marriages. 

Clive Wright, chief executive for Shrop¬ 
shire Council said: “We’ve had a fantastic 
response to the first phase of the Big Con¬ 
versation. It’s been really encouraging to 
see so many local people and organisations 
from across a wide spread of geographic 
and social economic backgrounds. 

“Although we are still analysing the re¬ 
sults of the survey, initial findings highlight 
where we need to go and explore further. 

“We will keep everyone updated on our 
progress and continue to encourage people 
to get involved in the Big Conversation to 
help us take forward the financial strat¬ 
egy and budget proposals for the next four 
years.” 


Councillor Stuart West, who represents 
both leisure and tourism services, said he 
would be concentrating on finding ways to 
prevent closing the services. 

He said: “I am determined to look at al¬ 
ternatives to closing museums and leisure 
centres.” 

Councillor Pate, who represents Al- 
brighton, said the budget was “the worst 
case scenario, but also the only scenario”. 

He said: “None of us want to do it, I find 
it very unpalatable to even suggest doing 
these things.” 

Under the budget proposals in 2017/18 
there will also be a cut of £1.9 million to an 
adult services budget for two contracts pro¬ 
viding early intervention and prevention 
support for individuals and families. 

Councillor Lee Chapman said the cuts 
could be a “backwards step” in the care 
provided for vulnerable adults. 

He said: “I am very seriously concerned 
that by the time we get there those will rep¬ 
resent a backwards step in the way we look 
to deliver services in adults and having to 
look at making cuts around the prevention 
and early intervention work will be poten¬ 
tially more damaging for budgets going for¬ 
ward.” However, Councillor Chapman also 
warned that he would be prepared to go 
over budget to ensure people remain safe. 

He said: “I am that serious that we will 
overspend our budget if necessary.” 

The cuts will also see bus routes at risk of 
being scaled back with a plan for £1 million 
of cutbacks in 2017/18, while arts and com¬ 
munity development will find their budgets 
reduced to zero, along with parks. 

Opposition councillors Alan Mosley, 
leader of the Labour Group, and Roger 
Evans, leader of the Liberal Democrat 
group, both launched stinging criticisms of 
the plans. 

Councillor Mosley said: “Generally 
speaking this is the saddest meeting, the 
most depressing meeting we have ever had 
in this council. It is like that because this 
represents a catastrophe for local govern¬ 
ment.”

Tesco's hours cut set to

TESCO bosses say the decision to axe 24-hour opening at its Welsh¬ 
pool store is aimed at “improving the shopping experience for cus¬ 


tomers”. 

The retail giant has announced the round-the-clock opening at the Welshpool 
store is to come to an end. 

Bosses have also decided the store in Cefn Mawr, near Chirk, will have its hours slashed 
as part of a cost-cutting programme. But superstores in Shrewsbury and Telford have 
survived the changes and will remain open through the night under the newly-announced

Crunch talks 
will look at 
phone faults 

CRUNCH talks are being planned between 
BT bosses and a Mid Wales politician after 
a surge in complaints over telephone and 
broadband faults. 

Russell George, assembly member for 
Montgomeryshire and the chair of the Na¬ 
tional Assembly’s cross party group on digi¬ 
tal communications, has been spearheading 
the campaign for improvements in phone 
and broadband connectivity in Mid Wales. 

Some people in his constituency have 
faced a wait of more than two months for a 
phone connection. 

Now he is planning talks with Alwen 
Williams, the new director of BT in Wales, 
and Clive Selley, managing director of BT’s 
broadband roll-out division Openreach, to 
address the issues. 

After receiving a flurry of complaints in 
recent weeks, Mr George said: “I am keen 
on meeting with the new director of BT 
Wales to ascertain exactly why there has 
been an increase in phone and broadband 
related complaints. 

“I appreciate that we have been experi¬ 
encing some unusually wet weather lately 
which may be a reason for delays in resolv¬ 
ing faults but I am keen on seeking defin¬ 
itive answers for frustrated residents who 
find themselves cut off.” 

Mr George said in the coming weeks, he 
will be welcoming Mr Selley, the organisa¬ 
tion responsible for telecoms infrastruc¬ 
ture, to the National Assembly where he 
will raise these issues. 


Cefn Mawr stores close their doors at mid¬ 
night and reopen at 6am. 

They are among 76 branches around the 
country affected by the changes. 

Around 400 roles nationwide, in secu¬ 
rity and self-service till monitoring, will be 
affected, but job losses are expected to be 
minimal because the other night-time oper¬ 
ations such as deliveries and shelf-stacking 
will continue as normal. 

At present 400 stores around the UK 
open for 24-hours a day, a practice which 
was first introduced in 1996. 

Closing to customers will allow staff 
more time to replenish stock on the shelves, 
meaning more products are available and 
the stores are tidier when they reopen in 
the morning. 

Other branches near to Shropshire that 
will be affected include one in Hereford, Ut- 
toxeter in Staffordshire, and at Brownhills 
near Walsall. 

Stores in Ellesmere, Ludlow, Whitchurch 
and Bridgnorth are already closed over¬ 
night. Tesco’s retail director Tony Hoggett 
said: “We’re always thinking about how to 
serve our customers better in each of our 
stores and with the growth of online gro¬ 
cery shopping, these stores saw very few 
customers during the night. 

“It makes much more sense for col¬ 
leagues at those stores to focus on replen¬ 
ishing the shelves instead and making sure 
they’re fully stocked when they open their 
doors at 6am. 

“We’ll continue to make changes in store 
in ways that will make shopping at Tesco a 
better experience for our customers, at the 
times they want to shop.” 

The changes will come into effect be¬ 
tween March 14 and April 11. 

Tesco said the move was “a better use of 
time and resources”, and would allow it to 
make savings it could pass on to custom¬ 
ers -a key consideration for the country’s 
biggest grocer as it continues to battle for 
market share amid a fierce supermarket 
price war.

It’s 20 years since a young 
Army recruit was found dead 
with a single bullet wound at 
Deepcut Barracks and at last her 
Llanymynech parents might get 
the answers they deserve to so 
many questions. 

Pte Cheryl James was just 18 
and was starting out on an ex¬ 
citing career when her body was 
found at the Surrey barracks. 
Cheryl was one of four recruits 
to die between 1995 and 2002 at 
the base. 

A gun was found near Cheryl’s 
body and despite the fact that 
no evidence was presented to 
prove it to be the gun that fired 
the fatal bullet an open verdict 
was recorded with clear sugges¬ 
tions that she had taken her own 
life. Surrey police almost imme¬ 
diately handed the investigation 
over to the Royal Military Police 
special investigations branch. 

The inquest, held three weeks 
after Cheryl’s death, lasted just 
one hour and heard from seven 
witnesses. The coroner record¬ 
ed an “open verdict”. Parents 
Des and Doreen James refused 
to accept the verdict and after a 
20-year campaign a new inquest 
finally opened on Monday. 

In 2014, High Court judg¬ 
es ordered a fresh inquest into 
Pte James’s death after they 
quashed the open verdict re¬ 
corded in December 1995. The 
fresh inquest follows a two-dec- 
ade battle by Cheryl’s parents to 
force Surrey police to hand over 
crucial evidence concerning her 
death, which was treated as sus¬ 
pected suicide even though their 
daughter was said to be in good 
spirits, cheerful, happy and en¬ 
joying army life. 

New evidence emerged last 
month which suggested Pte 
James may also have been sex¬ 
ually exploited by senior ranks 
shortly before her death. Des 
and Doreen James hope to prove 
that there has been a massive 
injustice. Four young lives have 
been lost and families kept in the 
dark about the circumstances 
behind the deaths of their loved 
ones. They deserve better. It is 
hard to imagine how Des and 
Doreen James have themselves 
survived such a terrible journey. 
The pain of losing a child under 
such circumstances is more 
than any parent deserves and for 
them to be kept in the dark for 20 
years is simply unforgivable. 

I have never encountered a 
more dignified couple. Through¬ 
out their terrible ordeal Des and 
Doreen James have resisted 
the temptation to go head- 
line-searching, and God knows 
they had every right to do so. In¬ 
stead they have conducted their 
case with patience and qualities 
that few among us could hope to 
replicate. 

How many of us would have 
been demanding blood not an¬ 
swers? Let’s all pray they find 
the reason their daughter died 
so that at last she can be laid to 
rest properly.

Cheryl's parents hope to 
get answers on tragedy 


A new inquest has opened 
on Army recruit Cheryl 
James. SUE AUSTIN speaks 
to her father Des 

BRIGHT and bubbly young sol¬ 
dier Cheryl James was found 
with a gunshot wound to her 
head in November 1995 - just 
days into her basic training 
at the Deepcut Army Camp in 
Surrey. 

Three weeks later her still shocked 
parents Des and Doreen James, 
who now live in Llanymynech near 
Oswestry, travelled down to Surrey 
for a brief inquest. 

There was no forensic evidence - nei¬ 
ther her clothes nor even the bullet that 
killed her were used in evidence. 

There were no fingerprints taken at 
the scene. 

Verdict 

The coroner returned an open verdict 
at the original inquest. 

The grieving couple could not let the 
matter lie and when they learned about 
similar deaths at the camp they began 
asking questions. 

Her mother could never believe Cheryl 
would take her own life. 

And she could not understand why 
Cheryl’s diary, which she always kept, 
was not returned with her other posses¬ 
sions. 

Their determination not to give up led 
to a review of four deaths in 2002 and a 
second review in 2006. 

Des and Doreen James could have 
walked away then but refused. 

And this week a re-examination of 
Cheryl’s death in minute detail was start¬ 
ing with the staging of a second inquest. 

The second inquest will hear evidence

from dozens of people and the hearing 
could last about seven weeks. 

More than 100 witnesses will either 
give evidence or have their statements 
read to the court. 

New post mortem evidence will be 
revealed following the exhumation of 
Cheryl’s body last summer. 

Fragments of bullet recovered during 
that process apparently do not match 
the Army issue bullets for Cheryl’s 
weapon. 

And new evidence following heartfelt 
appeals by her parents suggest that she 
may have been sexually exploited by 
senior rank soldiers shortly before she 
died. 

Speaking ahead of the second inquest 
starting, Mr James said: “I want to see 
the inquest underway now. 

“The feeling of achievement that at 
last someone will listen is at times over¬ 


powering. It is a good feeling in horren¬ 
dous circumstances. 

“At long last I will be able to stand up 
in front of all those people, in front of a 
judge and for the first time I will be able 
to tell my story. 

“We are not afraid of what will come 
out in court. 

“Nothing can hurt us now and it cer¬ 
tainly can’t hurt Cheryl.” 


Harrowing 


Mr James said the response to an 
appeal for new evidence has been over¬ 
whelming and harrowing. 

“I can understand why people didn’t 
come forward in 1995. 

“They would have been aged 17 and 
18 and very afraid to speak out,” he 
added. 

A recent Freedom of Information re¬ 


quest to Surrey police showed that 60 
people had made allegations, allegations 
that Mr James said were not investi¬ 
gated. 

He said: “Even in 2002 when there 
was the re-investigation these people 
were still young, 24 and 25 and many 
were still in the forces.” 

Parents 

Mr James added: “Now they are in 
their 40s, out of the Army and many will 
be parents themselves. 

“Why do I feel that the MoD, which 
was responsible for her care, and Surrey 
Police, which investigated her death, are 
both against me?” 

When people accused Mr James of 
conjuring up a conspiracy theory he 
stuck to his guns. 

And it was a series of coincidences 
that eventually led to the international 
campaign group Liberty taking on the 
case. 

Extraordinary 

He said: “The legal team that we have 
is extraordinary. 

“I often come off the phone from them 
and think ‘thank God they are on my 
side’. 

“They have been ringing, three, four, 
five times a day with updates for us. 

“They came on board thanks to play¬ 
wright Philip Ralphs and his play Deep 
Cut.” 

He added: “It was so good it went to 
London where it was seen one night by 
someone who had been to school with 
the coroner. 

“He was so overcome by the play he 
returned the next night with five or six 
of his colleagues and told them ‘all we 
need now is a good barrister’ . 

“One of them had a friend - who went 
on to become our barrister. 

“She in turn was good friends with the 
director of Liberty and she contacted the 
organisation which has now taken over 
our legal representation.”

The proposal for a new set¬ 
tlement for the United Kingdom 
within the European Union was 
published on Tuesday and as 
expected was totally under¬ 
whelming. What is being sold by 
the Prime Minister and the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission as a funda¬ 
mental renegotiation is nothing 
approaching that and makes it 
clearer than ever that the safest 
choice for the British people is 
to vote to leave the EU at the 
referendum. The concessions 
offered by the Commission are 
weak and we can expect them to 
be watered down further when 
the rest of the Member States 
have their say on the draft settle¬ 
ment. The baskets on economic 
governance and ever closer un¬ 
ion both require treaty change 
at some unspecified time in the 
future. The proposals recognise 
that the UK “is not committed 
to further political integration.” I 
have always made it clear that 
the European Union is leaving us 
and will more than likely require 
a new treaty, creating a fully re¬ 
distributive federal state where 
there are means of transferring 
funds from the wealth creating 
areas of the Eurozone to strug¬ 
gling areas who are unable to 
prosper at the rate at which 
their countries joined the Euro. 
This is something that we can 
never be a part of regardless of 
any deal we strike with the rest 
of the EU. An emergency brake, 
even if agreed to by the rest of 
the EU will still only limit mi¬ 
grants’ access to benefits for an 
unspecified period, rather than 
the total ban which was prom¬ 
ised. Access to in-work benefits 
will be “graduated from an initial 
complete exclusion but gradual¬ 
ly increasing.” 

Migrants will still be able to 
send benefits to their children 
abroad but this will be linked to 
the cost of living of each Mem¬ 
ber State, causing a bureaucrat¬ 
ic nightmare for the DWP. The 
much trumpeted “red card” sys¬ 
tem is intended to allow the UK 
to band together with like-mind¬ 
ed EU parliaments and block 
legislation only when subsidi¬ 
arity is breached. In reality this 
will never happen. I want to see 
the end of the supremacy of EU 
law and the European Courts. 
I want to see our Government 
brought back within the control 
of our own Parliament. The re¬ 
negotiation has been a tragically 
wasted opportunity to leave the 
EU and create an entirely new 
arrangement with our European 
neighbours allowing us to trade 
with them and cooperate across 
a wide range of activities whilst 
ultimately making our own laws 
in our own Parliament. We have 
an historic opportunity to take 
back our sovereignty and I hope 
that the people of North Shrop¬ 
shire will join me in campaigning 
to leave.

WHAT ARE AN EMPLOYER’S RESPONSIBILITIES REGARDING 
OTHER THAN STATUTORY LEAVE? 

Q: I have a small business I want to expand. Currently only family members work for me and what bothers me about expansion is employee rights, particularly 
when it comes to taking on someone who might get pregnant. Apart from the usual holidays, can you outline what other rights to leave my employees may have ? 
A: All employees have a statutory right to maternity, paternity and adoption paid leave. Pregnant employees are entitled to paid time off for ante-natal care and 
can take up to 52 weeks’ statutory maternity leave starting any time after 11 weeks prior to the due birth date. 

New mums must take a minimum of two weeks off after the birth of their child or, in the case of a factory worker, 4 weeks. 

As an employer you would not have to pay an employee whilst they are on maternity leave, because they will be able to claim statutory maternity pay (SMP) for 
39 weeks. You have a legal obligation to keep their job open under the same terms and conditions they enjoyed previously. 

A related requirement is that parents and carers are allowed unpaid leave for reasonable time off to deal with an emergency involving a dependent. Emergency 
leave also includes bereavement leave to attend a dependant’s funeral. Parents with young, disabled or recently adopted children also have certain further rights 
to unpaid leave. 

Other instances where employees have a statutory right to either paid or unpaid leave include carrying out public services such as acting as a magistrate, or 
attending a training course if say you appointed them as a first aider. 

Before taking on any new employees it would be advisable to seek legal advice about your employee contracts and have a clear policy on sick leave, disability 
leave and discretionary leave. This should include procedures that employees must follow when requesting any leave.

European Union is 
something of a 
modern miracle 

AFTER two millennia of conflict including 
the 100 Years War, 30 Years War, WW1 and 
WW2 just to mention a few, the western 
European powers came together to form a 
union - a 20th century miracle. 

Such an innovative undertaking led, not 
surprisingly to the introduction of serious 
flaws, but it would be a dereliction of re¬ 
sponsibility to abandon efforts to make the 
necessary changes, which might in fact take 
several generations to achieve. 

In the future East European immigra¬ 
tion and the benefits problem will be seen 
as transitory and petty. Surely our main 
problem apart from terrorism is illegal im¬ 
migration and the flood of refugees fleeing 
into Europe from the Middle East? 

We have more MEPs than any other 
country apart from Germany. If they co-op¬ 
erated they could have a significant impact 
on European legislation. It’s not “them 
and us” - we are “them”. Our exit would 
be considered hostile with probable raising 
of barriers and imposition of tariffs.

Much needed support is 
delivered to refugees

SLEEPING bags and supplies 
have been delivered to the Calais 
migrant camps by a Welshpool 
woman. 

Jane Dodds, who is standing as the 
Lib Dem candidate for Montgomery¬ 
shire in May’s Welsh Assembly elec¬ 
tion, has worked as a child protection 
social worker for 20 years, which has 
included working with refugee chil¬ 
dren. 

But she said that work had not entirely 
prepared her for conditions she found when 
she spent the weekend helping in the camp. 

“My visit was a humbling experience, 
and without our support, things will be 
much worse,” she said. 

“The squalor, filth, dirt and lack of facil¬ 
ities are overwhelming. Tents and shelters 
lie within centimetres of each other, amidst 
puddles of rancid water. People stand 
around wrapped up in coats and scarves but 
there is nothing for them to do. 

“We went to one part for women and 
families and saw at least two children 
under 10 and several children under 18 
who seemed to be on their own. Although 
people smiled at us and chatted, there was a 
sense of sheer hopelessness and loss.” 

Mrs Dodds had collected sleeping bags 
and tarpaulins from people living in Powys 
and delivered them to the warehouse in the 
camp before helping to distribute items to 
those living there. 

“The sleeping bags were very warmly 
received by the volunteers in Calais,” she 
said. “They are the most practical help for 
people living out under tents and tarpau¬ 
lins in their thousands.” Jane Dodds, the Lib Dems’ Assembly election hopeful, at the Calais refugee camps 



Display is 
more than 
child's play 

A MUSEUM’S latest exhibition on 
toys and games through the ages is 
set to capture the imaginations of 
children as well as adults.

Legal aid plans 
are scrapped 
by government 

FIERCELY opposed cuts to legal aid fees for duty solicitors 
who represent people facing legal proceedings in police sta¬ 
tions and magistrates courts have been scrapped. 

Justice secretary Michael Gove’s plans to radically re¬ 
duce the number of criminal defence solicitors have been 
suspended. 

The proposals which included an 8.75 per cent fee cut 
have been shelved for 12 months from April 1 - a second 
8.75 per cent fee cut which was introduced in July last year, 
and a dual contract-tendering procedure which would re¬ 
strict the number of law firms permitted to do duty legal 
work, has been dropped. 

The plans faced strong opposition from local solicitors, 
who last year formed a picket line outside Welshpool Mag¬ 
istrates Court. Paul Inns, president of the Mid Wales Law 
Society and leader of the strike action taken by local solici¬ 
tors, criticised the government for their “disgraceful” delay 
in coming to the decision. 

He said: “Make no mistake, this is an humiliating climb- 
down by the government. It was always obvious that these 
ill drafted proposals would never work. 

“It’s disgraceful that it’s taken the government so long 
to reach this decision and that solicitors were forced to go 
on strike over the issue. 

“Despite the government’s complete U-turn, it remains 
the case that the rates of pay for criminal defence solicitors 
are ridiculously low for the work that they undertake, often 
at the most unsociable of hours. 

“There is a real risk that given the government’s actions 
over the last 18 months, many criminal defence solicitors 
will simply have had enough and will find other areas of law 
in which to practise.” 


Bank closure is 
final says HSBC 


HSBC banking officials 
have made it clear the de¬ 
cision to close its branch in 
Chirk is not up for review 
and remains final. 

Shaun Jones, clerk of 
Chirk Town Council, spoke 
following a meeting between 
councillors and representa¬ 
tives from HSBC, who said 
there was “no silver lin¬ 
ing” as the banking giant 
confirmed it would still be 
pulling out of its branch in 
Chirk in April. 

Despite being grilled by 
town councillors, Mr Jones 
said HSBC remained ad¬ 
amant the branch would 
close and there would be no 
consultation. 

He said: “They’ve made it 
clear this decision is not up 
for review. 

“From a community and 
town council perspective 
we’ve not just sat on our 


hands, we’ve certainly made 
our best efforts to bring 
them to book so to speak. 

“We’ve made many rep¬ 
resentations to them by way 
of petitions, contacting our 
politicians and public meet¬ 
ings, so it’s extraordinarily 
frustrating. 

“We’re a small cog 
against a huge machine but 
of course we’re in the real 
world, it’s a commercial de¬ 
cision.” 

Mr Jones said the closure 
will hit the town’s elderly 
residents the hardest. 

A spokesman for HSBC 
said the Chirk branch had 
seen a 40 per cent reduction 
in footfall, 81 per cent of 
contact with the bank was 
now completed via the tele¬ 
phone, internet or smart¬ 
phone and that 97 per cent 
of cash withdrawals were 
made via an ATM.

Mrs Longman has spoken out following 
her son’s inquest, where coroner for Powys 
Andrew Barkley recorded that her son had 
died from multiple injuries due to a road 
traffic collision. 

She said: “I can’t imagine what it 
would’ve been like for those there on the 
day but me and Kalun’s father want to say 


a big thank you to those who stayed with 
Kalun after it had happened and helped 
him. 

“We really can’t thank them enough and 
the emergency services too.” 

Mrs Longman said since her son’s death, 
more than £5,000 has been raised through 
fundraising events including a charity foot¬ 
ball match. 

The money raised will be donated to the 
Wales Air Ambulance and to the Pitt Hop¬ 
kins Research Foundation.

Mother fights for end 
to anorexia heartbreak

SEVEN years ago, Helen Mis- 
sen noticed that her 15-year-old 
daughter Jenny appeared to be 
struggling with her food. 

“Initially, I thought it was what all 
teenage girls go through, worrying 
about how they look, but quite quickly 
I noticed something was wrong,” Hel¬ 
en says. 

Helen took Jenny — not her real name - 
to see her GP. She was diagnosed with ano¬ 
rexia nervosa. “Anorexia literally landed, 
imploded our lives and changed the course 
of them forever,” says Helen, who lives in 
Llanrhaeadr-ym-Mochnant, near Oswestry. 

Jenny has been able to make a recovery, 
and has a bright future ahead of her. 

But for many others, the journey is not 
so smooth. An estimated 1.6 million people 
in the UK have some form of eating disor¬ 
der, and 10 per cent of them will die as a 
result of their illness. And now, in an effort 
to help others who are suffering from the 
illness, Helen is raising money for research 
which could have a dramatic change in the 
way the condition is treated. 

Charlotte’s Helix is a project to collect 
1,000 blood or saliva samples from people 
in the UK as part of international research 
into the genetic causes of anorexia. 

The project is dedicated to the memory of 
Helen’s friend, Charlotte Bevan, who died 
from breast cancer in 2013. To carry out 
the research, Helen needs to raise £100,000 
for the samples to be analysed, and as part 
of her fundraising drive she has organised a 
Burn’s Night celebration which will be held 
at Shrewsbury’s Albrighton Hall Hotel and 
Spa on Saturday. Helen says: “Opinions 
on the illness are changing but much more 
needs to be done to understand why some 
people are more predisposed to anorexia 
than others.”

Councillors 
support new 
agent role 

CHIRK will get a “good neighbour” to 
help its most vulnerable and socially 
isolated members of the community. 

Councillors have given their back¬ 
ing to employing a town resident as 
a community agent who will work 
to support the older members of the 
town, who suffer from loneliness and 
social isolation. 

Delyth Pridding, planning and com¬ 
missioning officer in adult social care 
at Wrexham Council, told the latest 
meeting of Chirk Town Council that 
the scheme had been rolled out to 
other community councils including 
Glyn Ceiriog and Ruabon and had 
proved to be a success. 

She said: “It’s about reducing lone¬ 
liness and isolation which is key for us 
in adult social care. 

“A community agent supports peo¬ 
ple who are over 50 and signposts 
them to services they need, including 
those who are recently bereaved.” 

Councillors were informed that the 
scheme will be a contract between Wr¬ 
exham Council and the town council, 
with the town council acting as the 
employer to the community agent, 
who will be paid £7,500 a year for the 
part time role.

“Everyone seems to want to make them.” 

Although amigurumi - the Japanese for cro¬ 
cheted stuffed doll - has been popular in Japan 
for many decades, the trend only arrived in the 
west about 10 years ago. 

“People of all ages are making them, from 
children to teenagers and adults,” said Emma. 

“Many people have not had the advantage of 
being taught by their grandparents to crochet or 
knit and so without the craft being handed down 
from generation to generation, my workshops 
are enabling them to learn the skill.

Eisteddfod favourites back for 70th anniversary celebration 


THE first-ever choir to sing at the world-fa¬ 
mous Llangollen International Music Ei¬ 
steddfod will make a symbolic return to cel¬ 
ebrate the festival’s 70th year. 

The Colne Valley Male Voice Choir, based in Hud¬ 
dersfield, has scooped six titles at the historic event 
over the years as well as five second places and two 
third prizes. 

The 70-strong choir was the first to take to the Eistedd¬ 
fod stage in 1947 up against choirs from Hungary, where 
the eventual winners came from, plus Spain, Italy, Den¬ 
mark and Holland as well as Wales and England. 

Now, seven decades later, representatives from the 
choir have been invited as special guests to the Choir of 
the World finals at the 70th staging of the iconic festival. 

Although Colne Valley missed out on a prize in the first 
year it went on to claim a hat-trick of wins in the 1960s 
and has become one of the UK’s most successful male 
voice choirs with a host of titles at home and abroad. 

Choristors have sung without music sheets since Thom 
Meredith became the musical director as a 23-year-old in

1989 and have performed more than 300 different songs 
from memory in 26 years - a feat unlikely to have been 
replicated elsewhere. 

Eilir Owen Griffiths, Eisteddfod musical director, said: 
“We’d be delighted to see the Colne Valley Choir here at 
the Eisteddfod again. 

“They are part of the history of the event and there will 


always be a welcome in Llangollen for the choir which 
started the great tradition of the Choir of the World com¬ 
petition.” 

Returning to Llangollen will bring back happy memo¬ 
ries for David Hirst, the second longest-serving member 
of the choir who joined aged 22 in November 1960. 

“Obviously, we have a special association with the Lla¬ 
ngollen International Musical Eisteddfod and it will be an 
honour to return,” he said. 

“Meeting the other choirs and making friends is an im¬ 
portant part of what we do. 

“We have had exchange concert visits with Welsh and 
other choirs through competing and it is a great way get 
to know people. 

“There’s lots of camaraderie among choir singers.” 

The Llangollen International Music Eisteddfod has 
been held every summer since 1947 and is recognised as 
one of the world’s most inspirational music festivals. 

This year’s event will feature star names Bryn Terfel, 
Katherine Jenkins and Jools Holland and his Rhythm and 
Blues Orchestra.

Tourism boss 
tells of big 
rally boost 

A TOURISM chief has welcomed the 
national exposure that this year’s MSA 
British Rally Championship (BRC) is 
going to give to the towns, villages and 
stunning countryside of Mid Wales. 

The BRC, which opens with the Mid 
Wales Stages Rally based in Newtown 
from March 5 to 6, will return to ter¬ 
restrial TV screens after concluding a 
deal with Channel 4 to cover the sev¬ 
en-round series. The country’s premier 
rally championship will also be shown 
on BT Sport as part of a new broadcast 
package. 

In the summer, the BRC is back in 
Mid Wales for the Nicky Grist Stages 
based at Builth Wells from July 9 to 10, 
and the Wales Rally GB from October 
27 to 30 attracts international coverage. 

Val Hawkins, chief executive of Mid 
Wales Tourism, an independent organi¬ 
sation that represents around 600 tour¬ 
ism and hospitality businesses in Mid 
Wales, said the national coverage given 
to the rally was “fantastic news” for the 
region. 

“Mid Wales is now world famous for 
hosting motorsport events and the tele¬ 
vision coverage that they attract, which 
represents many thousands of pounds of 
free marketing, is fantastic for the re¬ 
gion’s profile,” she said. 

Last month Channel 5 confirmed that 
it will broadcast television coverage of 
the FIA World Rally Championship 
(WRC), including Wales Rally GB. 

Experts help 
for Future Fit 

ACCOUNTANTS from London have 
been brought in to help shape the future 
of Shropshire’s accident and emergency 
departments. 

Experts have from international au¬ 
diting company Pricewaterhouse Coop¬ 
ers have been asked to work with the 
Future Fit NHS review. 

They will provide an independent 
assessment of the financial state of ser¬ 
vices across the county - and how af¬ 
fordable suggested changes to care are. 

Future Fit is leading a review that 
will almost certainly lead to the closure 
of an A&E unit at either Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital or Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital. 

Pricewaterhouse Coopers, known as 
PWC, will look at the financial implica¬ 
tions of the changes to A&E. 

But this is only a part of a far wider 
review in which the company’s account¬ 
ants will look at the cost of NHS services 
across Shropshire as a whole. 

NHS officials refused to say how much 
PWC was being paid to audit services in 
Shropshire. 

The move comes after the Future Fit 
review stalled last year as further work 
was needed to address a £20 million-plus 
deficit for health services in Shropshire. 

Students’ tour of 
race car factory 

A GROUP of budding racing engineers 
were taken to a Formula 1 factory for a 
day of engineering insight. 

The group from North Shropshire 
College included 14 students who fought 
off tough competition to win the trip in 
a competition held by Randstad Student 
Support at the Association of Colleges 
conference held in November. 

Randstad Student Support worked 
with 65 further education colleges and 
93 universities around the UK last year, 
providing support for 28,000 students. 

All the students on the tour are cur¬ 
rently studying either engineering or 
mechanics at the college and were given 
a glimpse into the working of the ga¬ 
rages in Oxfordshire.

• What are the EU negotiations about? 

The Tories pledged to hold a referendum 
back in 2013, when the Conservatives were 
coming under increased pressure from Ukip. 
David Cameron said a poll would be held on 
EU membership before the end of 2017 if he 
won the forthcoming election. He promised 
he would renegotiate Britain’s relationship 
with the European Union and put it to the 
country in the referendum. 

The subsequent election win made his 
pledge a promise that he could keep and it 
has taken up an increasing part of his work¬ 
load. He has embarked on a gruelling round 
of European capitals, as well as countless 
telephone calls with the EU leaders, attempt¬ 
ing to win backing for four key demands. 

• What concessions do the UK want 
from the EU? 

David Cameron wants more powers for 
the House of Commons and other national 
parliaments to block proposed EU legislation 
which they view as unnecessary or unwanted. 
He is also calling for greater protection from 
EU member states outside the eurozone from 
decisions taken by countries with the single 
currency. Thirdly, he says red tape should be

cut to boost competitiveness across Europe. 
And he has called for a limit on in-work ben¬ 
efits paid to EU migrants working in Britain. 

# What has happened so far? 

Negotiations between the UK and the EU 
have been protracted and hugely complex. 
Two of Mr Cameron’s demands - on vetoing 
unwanted EU laws and increasing compet¬ 
itiveness - have been broadly welcomed by 
other leaders, but the proposals on the eu¬ 
rozone and (in particular) migrants’ bene¬ 
fits have run into strong opposition. 

On eurozone, George Osborne has pressed 
for greater protection for the nine 
countries outside the euro. Britain 
is calling for powers to stop euro¬ 
zone laws that could affect coun¬ 
tries with their own currencies. It 
is effectively attempting to safe¬ 
guard the City of London from 
interference from Europe’s 
other financial centres. 

# How is migration part of 

the equation in Europe? 

Mr Cameron wants a four-year 
ban on EU nationals receiving in¬ 
work benefits. This is a key elemeni 


in his policy of tackling Britain’s migration 
“pull-factor”. But many European countries 
are unhappy. They feel it undermines the 
EU’s basic principle of freedom of movement 
and is discriminatory. 

The European Commission has suggested 
an alternative scheme under which an 
urgency brake” on welfare pay¬ 
ments to EU workers could be trig¬ 
gered if a nation can demonstrate 
migration levels are putting public 
services under impossible strain.

Donald Tusk, the Eu¬ 
ropean Council presi¬ 
dent, has published his 
proposals for a “new 
settlement” between 
Britain and the EU. 
He believes it can 
be the basis of a last¬ 
ing deal, but warns 
there are still un¬ 
resolved issues to 
be addressed. He 
says the proposed 


emergency welfare brake will allow national 
governments to impose a four-year restric¬ 
tion on migrants claiming in-work benefits, 
but proposes migrant workers should be 
allowed to have benefits phased in over the 
four-years. 

But it leaves open the question of how long 
the brake can remain in place. 

The document makes clear that EU states 
are entitled to refuse access “on preventative 
grounds” to people likely to threaten national 
security, even if the threat is not imminent. 
It also allows member states to tackle the use 
of fraud or sham marriages to gain the right 
to enter and remain. 

It makes clear that non-euro states are 
not required to help bail out single currency 
members which get into trouble, and pro¬ 
poses a new mechanism for non-euro states 
to “escalate” concerns about possible dis¬ 
crimination in favour of the eurozone for dis¬ 
cussion by the full European Council, as the 
Prime Minister has demanded. 

The draft blueprint makes clear that the 
proposals would come into force immediately 
after the UK votes in favour of remaining in 
the EU. 


County MPs are lukewarm 



over draft EU agreement

IT is a package of reforms de¬ 
signed to persuade Britain to vote 
to stay in Europe. 

But today the response from David 
Cameron’s own MPs in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales was decidedly lukewarm. 

Mr Cameron said the draft agreement 
thrashed out with European Council president 
Donald Tusk would allow the UK to be “better 
off, more secure, more prosperous” as a mem¬ 
ber of the 28-nation bloc, as he set the scene 
for an in-out referendum within a matter of 
months. 

The Prime Minister said the proposals were 
“something worth fighting for”, and were good 
enough that he “sure would” back Britain join¬ 
ing the EU under these terms, if it was not 
already a member. But North Shropshire MP 
and former minister Owen Paterson was quick 
to dismiss the effort. 

As late June emerged as a probably referen¬ 
dum date, the well-established eurosceptic, 
tweeted: “What a wasted opportunity! I can’t 
believe Number 10 think they can win by sell¬ 
ing this as fundamental renegotiation.” 

Telford’s Lucy Allan, who recently suggested 
she would vote to leave the EU, said she would 
be reading the report with interest - but added 
that so far she was not convinced the changes 
were radical enough. 

Ludlow MP Philip Dunne, Shrewsbury’s 
Daniel Kawczynski and Montgomeryshire’s 
Glyn Davies said they were still to make up 
their mind about how they would vote, while 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has al¬ 
ready declared he will be campaigning to leave 
the European Union. The Wrekin’s Mark 
Pritchard has said he will be voting to stay. 

The proposed changes offer an “emergency 
brake” on migrant welfare, protections for 
non-eurozone states and a legal-binding as¬ 
surance that the UK is not expected to pursue 
integration through “ever-closer union”. 

Mr Cameron said they offered Britain “the 
best of both worlds” by giving it access to the 
single market and a voice around the table of 
the European Council, while allowing it to re¬ 
main outside the euro and the Schengen bor¬ 
der-free area. Mr Davies said the agreement 
was what he had expected, but said he would 
be taking his time before coming to a decision. 

“I think it’s a successful negotiation. It’s ex¬ 
actly what I had expected. There’s no surprises 
and I think the Prime Minister is a highly com¬ 
petent negotiator,” he said. 

“I have also been a very committed euros¬ 
ceptic, and I’m still not certain what I will be 
doing. I am going to take my time, and will 
decide much later on which way I will vote.” 

Mr Dunne, who is a defence minister, said 
he would be reading the draft agreement with 
care. “It seems to propose significant changes 
to the UK relationship with the EU,” he said. 
“This is an important step in the renegotia¬ 
tion, but I shall await the final outcome before 
making up my mind whether to vote to remain 
or to leave in the forthcoming referendum.” 

Mr Kawczynski said the deal appeared to 
be positive, and believed it would reduce the 
present unmanageable net migration levels.

“It is also vital we remain exempt from the 
drive for ‘ever closer union’ and the red-card 
system, which I will look at more closely, does 
appear on the face of things to be an encour¬ 
aging step towards greater roles for sovereign 
Parliaments like our own,” he said. 

“Many have expressed their regret that the 
Prime Minister did not go further in these 
negotiations in terms of what he sought from 
the EU and I have some sympathy with this 
view. I will take time to digest the deal and 
will consult with my association before coming 
to a decision on whether Britain should leave 
or remain.” 

Ms Allan said she would be listening care¬ 
fully to today’s statement in the Commons. 
“I want to listen to what he has to say,” she 
said. “However, the proposals at this stage do 
not suggest to me that Britain’s best interests 
would be served by remaining in the EU. I be-

lieve we need more radical reform of Britain’s 
relationship with the EU.” 

Mr Cameron said Britain could survive and 
succeed outside the EU and acknowledged 
that the EU will not be “a perfect and unblem¬ 
ished organisation” after the implementation 
of the reforms. 

He said: “I think this is the best of both 
worlds - out of the single currency, out of the 
no-borders agreement, out of an ever-closer 
union, but in the things that work for Britain, 
that give us jobs, that give us security, that 
give us the ability to make sure we have a 
stronger and safer world. I think that’s worth 
fighting for.” 

Advocates of UK withdrawal from the EU 
were scathing about the deal negotiated by 
David Cameron. Ukip leader Nigel Farage 
described it as “truly pathetic”. He added: 
“There is no treaty change, no repatriation of 


powers, no ability to control our own laws, our 
money or our borders.” 

As expected, the document proposes meas¬ 
ures to improve EU competitiveness, a 55 per 
cent threshold for national parliaments to 
force the EU to alter or scrap proposed laws, 
as well as assurances that the rights of non-eu¬ 
rozone states will be protected as the single 
currency area integrates. It states in law for 
the first time that the euro is not the EU’s 
only currency and that the commitment to 
“ever-closer union” does not oblige all mem¬ 
ber states to “aim for a common destination”. 

It makes clear that non-euro states are not 
required to bail out single currency members, 
and proposes a new mechanism for non-euro 
states to escalate concerns about possible dis¬ 
crimination in favour of the eurozone for dis¬ 
cussion by the European Council, as the PM 
has demanded.

Becoming an Audi owner nor¬ 
mally means dipping into the 
second hand car market if you 
don’t want to clean out the bank 
balance - unless you consider 
the A1 Sportback. 

As an entry point to Audi ownership 
the 1 .Olitre TFSI Sport is a genuine op¬ 
tion for those looking to find a premium 
car package at the right price. 

It’s no surprise to find that nearly 600,000 
models have been sold since launch in 
2010 thanks to a powerful stance, top spec 
equipment levels and a good solid drive. 

The A1 is the first Audi to come with a 
three-cylinder engine, which was first used 
in the VW Polo, which means you can 
achieve over 65mpg. 

There may still be a few ugly question

Motoring 



Car is good 
for tax bills! 


BUYING most of BMW’s 
range involved a healthy 
dose of heart as well as head 

- they are mostly cars aimed 
at people who love driving. 

Well, here’s one that might make 
you phone your accountant be¬ 
fore signing on the dotted line. He 
might then tell you to choose a dif¬ 
ferent model. 

The big X5 is now available with an 
electric motor to assist the petrol en¬ 
gine and save a bit of fuel in the right 
circumstances. It will cost. But it might 
not, and you would then be better off 
buying the diesel, which costs only 
£215 more, goes faster and might ac¬ 
tually save you money on longer jour¬ 
neys. 

But here’s where the accountant 
comes in; because the new X5 puts 
out such tiny amounts of tailpipe emis¬ 
sions in the official tests it qualifies for 
zero road tax and - more important for 
all the business people who fancy one 

- there’s a £2,711 saving in benefit in 
kind each year. 

Annoyingly, the emissions are a tiny 
bit too high (by a measly 2g/km) for the 
car to dodge the London congestion 
charge and the same minute tailpipe 
excess means the car does not quali¬ 
fy for a government plug-in car grant, 
which would lop £5,000 off the price 


now and £2,500 off from March, when 
the rules tighten. 

This hybrid X5 costs £52,105 for the 
SE or £56,705 for the M Sport version 
on test. 

Topping a dead battery to full takes 
less than four hours from a domestic 
plug, about an hour less if you have a 
BMW Wall box installed. 

Power 

The car can then be ordered to mix 
petrol and current in the most econom¬ 
ical way, save all its battery for later or 
combine the two power sources for 
maximum urge. 

Of which there is plenty. And so 
back to the heart; where you find a 
car that looks precisely like the diesel 
equivalent with some modestly differ¬ 
ent badging and a flap in a front wing 
where you plug in the charging lead. 

Even lumbered with the extra weight 
of a biggish battery (which robs the 
boot of a little room under the floor and 
means you can’t have this X5 with a 
third row of seats) this is a car that flies 
when you prod both power sources 
into action - less than six seconds to 
60 is brisk in anyone’s book. 

Driven like that, you’ll exhaust the 
battery in minutes. With a little re¬ 
straint you can drive up to 40mph-ish 
on flat roads on electrical power alone 
and get somewhere like the 19 miles 


a full charge can offer. BMW reckons 
80 per cent of journeys with an X5 are 
less than 19 miles (station car park 
and back, anyone?) and used like 
that your travelling expenses will be 
negligible. 

With commendable honesty, BMW 
then adds that a 40 mile daily round 
trip should return up to 47mpg, but 
stray into longer distance territory (125 
miles and up) and economy tumbles to 
27mpg. 

That’s more economical than the 
petrol X5 with similar performance, 
says its maker; perhaps missing the 
point that the 3.0 litre diesel would do 
better. 

Which is why buyers go for it, of 
course. In petrol-focused China and 
the States the argument for the X5 hy¬ 
brid makes more compelling sense. 

It remains a decent drive in any case; 
a car built seemingly from a piece of 
solid steel, so tough does it feel. 

It’s big, but you soon learn not to 
fear multi-storey car park ramps and 
Waitrose parking bays; sitting tall helps 
here. 

Standard spec is generous, with full 
leather trim, xenon headlights, metallic 
paint, fine sat nav, big alloys, cruise, 
powered tailgate and parking sensors 
front and rear. 

As ever, there are options galore to 
tempt you to spend a bit more.
